Capture, Not Kill VC 


While we must relentlessly seek out 
the truth at My Lai, whatever horrors 
that search develops, it is unseemly to 
turn to self-abasement and accuse our­ 
selves of all manner of wrongs we have 
not committed. 


Take for example, a recent letter to 
the editor in the New York Times. The 
writers claim that Operation Phoenix. .. 
“ is an official policy of our government” 
. . . in which “we murder civilians em­ 
ployed by the Viet Cong” . . . Tt is, they 
say, “ as much an atrocity as the murder 
of 2,300 civilians in Hue” (by the Viet 
Cong). 


It is further alleged that “ according 
to statistics provided by our own govern­ 
ment. some 18.000 civilians were killed 
(in Phoenix) 
in 1968 and more than 
13.000 this year.” 
\ 
Let us analyze these statements. 
First, the truth is that more than 84 
per cent of 18,000 civilians allegedly kill­ 
ed in the Phoenix program in 1968 and 
the 13.000 allegedly killed in 1969 were, in 
fact, captured alive and deserted to our 
side and are still alive today. 


Less than one out of six were killed, 
and these died resisting arrest—a re­ 
markable low figure when it is remem­ 
bered that many of these are armed in­ 
telligence agents, security men (Gestapo- 
type, strong-arm types), enforcers, civil­ 
ian terrorists and assassins. Most are 


nix is to capture, not kill. There are com­ 
pelling military -political reasons for this. 
Liv e prisoners talk; dead men don’t. The 
information and help these cadre giv e af­ 
ter capture is essential if the core of the 
underground is to be rooted out and the 
war won. Note these Phoenix ex amples:) 
A South Vietnamese army unit lib­ 
erates a v illage long held by the VC ac­ 
companied 
by policemen 
armed with 
li.sts that contain the specfic names of 20 
out of. say. 35 VC who 
rule the v illage. 
Once captured, these 20 may “ sing,” im­ 
plicating their VC comrades. 
A Viet Cong district chief is seized 
with 20 of his body guards and opera­ 
tions lieutenants, including the Commun­ 
ist intelligence chief for the area. The 
capture leads to a stock of v aluable en­ 
emy intelligence documents. 
Hue police receiv e a tip that i Viet 
Cong propaganda specialist will attend a 
particular meeting.- Captured en route, 
he identifies eight other VC cadre. Fif­ 
teen more arrests follow. 
Third, Phoenix is not aimed at the en­ 
emy rank and file or civ ilians they em ­ 
ploy . It is directed at the estimated 80,000 
Viet Cong and North Vietnamese cadre— 
the brains and power of the terrorist un­ 
derground 
organization.

“Did you know that Santa 
Claus, the so-called Christmas 
tree and the custom of ex­ 
changing gifts came from pa* 
ganism and is condemned by 
our Bible? 
“SOMETIMES we hear the 
slogan, 
“Let’s

Christ 
Back into Christmas.’ Well, 
how can we put Christ back 
into something when He was 
never there? Nowhere does 
our Bible state that we Chris­ 
tians must or should observe 
any day of the week or the 
year . . . The virgin birth 
of our Lord is a blessed fact, 


but the Christmas celebration 
is a wrong thing for us to 
do.” 
IN ANSWER to these ques­ 
tions, as well as to the Puri­ 
tan in all of us, one has to 
say that the Christian experi­ 
ence is not confined to the 
Bible.

LONDON (AP) — E ver won­ 
der how to produce nopes or 
bobbles? 


Would y ou k now how to deal 
with falling oats or a blister 
couching stitch? 


And how to double decrease 
on the purl side? 


It’s all explained in a newly 
published English translation of 
a French dictionary for k nitting, 
crochet and weaving enthusi­ 
asts. 


Simply 
entitled, 
“ Knitting 
Dictionary ,** it boasts details and 
pictures of 800 stitches and p at­ 
terns. 


It went on sale recently and 
prom ptly sold out two printings. 
A third printing was rushed off 
the presses. 
“It’s a fantastic seller,” said 
a representative of the London 
handlers of the book , originally 
published in P aris by the Mon 
Tricot firm . 
The English translation is by 
M argaret Hamilton-Hunt, a for­ 
m er winner of the International 
Wool Secretariat Design of the 
Y ear Award. 
It sells in Britain for 10 shil­ 
lings, with 
the United States 
and Canadian price shown as 
$1.25. 
How about those nopes and 
bobbles then? 
The book tells y ou they are 
formed 
by 
k nitting 
several 
times into the same stitch. A 
detailed explanation is given of 
how this is best achieved. 
Falling oats and the blister 
couching stitch are among the 
m any other fancy (and fancily 
nam ed) stitches that are illus­ 
trated and detailed. 
As for that double decrease 
on the purl side, perhaps this 
will m ak e it clear: 
“ Purl 2 stitches together. This 
will be the axis of the double 
decrease. Place this stitch on 
the left needle, pass the second 
stitch on the left needle over 
the first, place the stitch back 
on the right needle.” 


the adults are ready to sit down 
can be a problem.

The fam ily will be brok en 
into sm aller groups, which will 
require extra tables, but it will 
give children and adults an op­ 
portunity to sit and talk with 
each other.

Continu ou s splints serv e an­ 
other pu rpose: they strengthen 
teeth and giv e them a better 
chance to su rv iv e the battering 
they continu ally get from pow­ 
erfu l 
lower 
jaws 
with 
their 
strong mu scles. 
Aspirin 
and 
pain-reliev ing 
dru gs can be u sed to mak e the 
patient more comfortable.
